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UPDATE ON STRATEGIC 
PLANNING 

From PBCC President Dennis P. 
Gallon to members of the PBCC 
community: 

At the outset of the 1998-99 acade¬ 
mic year, I announced that Palm 
Beach Community College would 
begin the development of a five- 
year comprehensive strategic plan¬ 
ning process. Strategic planning is 
viewed as the process to deal with 
growth and change, and is con¬ 
cerned with the whole system. The 
planning process is driven by the 
vision and commitment of (acuity, 
staff, students and community 
members. Our strategic plan has 
resulted in a common purpose, a 
unified sense of direction, priorities 
for change and a blueprint for 
action. 


The strategic planning process 
started in November of 1998 with 
listening sessions on all of our 
campuses. Those sessions 
involved PBCC and community 
representatives. A Strategic 
Planning Team was named, repre¬ 
senting all segments of the PBCC 
community including students, fac¬ 
ulty, staff, administration. Board of 
Trustees, the public school system, 
universities, businesses, agencies, 
and chambers of commerce. This 
team developed the foundation of 
our strategic plan, including the 
beliefs, vision, mission, objectives 
and strategies. 

Once this foundation was set, 
Action Teams were established. 
Over 250 PBCC faculty, staff and 
students participated in these teams 
and worked diligently through the 
spring and summer to create action

the new mission. The College’s action 
plans are, therefore, the core of the entire 
plan. 

The action plans were formally presented 
to the strategic planning team in 
September 1999. The plans were reviewed 
for priorities, time lines and costs by my 
staff and will be presented, with our 
endorsement, to the Board of Trustees for 
final adoption. 

Strategic planning has laid the foundation 
for our SACS reaccreditation. We are now 
in a position to integrate the very hard and 
professional work of the strategic planning 
teams, action teams, SACS steering com¬ 
mittee and SACS self-study committee. 

As a major requirement of SACS, we must 
have an institutional purpose (mission) 
consistent with a community college. The 
mission statement, according to SACS, 
must show a clearly defined purpose 
appropriate to collegiate education as well 
as to the College’s specific educational 
role. 

PBCC s mission statement is a clear and 
concise expression of our purpose and 
function. It represents our uniqueness and 
serves to focus our attention and energies 
on one major purpose. After significant 
input from the strategic planning team, 
faculty, staff, Trustees and myself, the 
Board formally adopted the mission state¬ 
ment on September 21, 1999. As the foun¬ 
dation of our strategic plan, the mission 
will guide us in working together for a 
common purpose. 

The strategic plan was accomplished 
through a participatory process, and it 
would not have been possible without the 
hard work, caring, energy, creativity and 
commitment from all of the Palm Beach 
Community College community. Thanks 
for helping to prepare a quality teaching 
and learning environment at PBCC.

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COLLEGE RENEWS MEDICAL 
AND DENTAL PLANS, ADDS 
MORE LIFE INSURANCE 

MEDICAL AND DENTAL 
INSURANCE 

After reviewing the high costs of medical 
and dental insurance costs plans in 
response to the college’s Request for 
Proposal (RFP), the Insurance Committee 
recommended that the College reject all 
responses and renew our existing medical 
and dental plans. At the October meet¬ 
ing, the Board of Trustees accepted the 
recommendation that the College retain 
coverage with Blue Cross/Blue Shield 
and Prudential for January through 
December 2000. 

The cost of Blue Cross/Blue Shield will 
increase approximately 6% effective 
January 1, 2000. Considering that med¬ 
ical insurance increases are averaging 
more than 10%, we believe that this 
choice was in the best interest of our 
employees. We will be able to provide 
comprehensive coverage with a network 
of doctors that will serve the entire Palm 
Beach County area. The only difference 
in coverage will be in the cost of pre¬ 
scriptions. Effective January 1, 2000, 
generic drugs will cost $7.00 (instead of 
$5.00) and brand-name drugs will cost 
$20.00 (instead of $10.00). Many of you 
know that the cost of drugs has skyrock¬ 
eted and is driving up the cost of medical 
insurance. By increasing the cost of pre¬ 
scriptions, we were able to keep the cost 
of the insurance down. The College will 
continue to pay the full cost of the 
employee’s coverage under the HMO. 

The College will also renew dental cov¬ 
erage with Prudential. The cost will 
increase approximately 5%, and the 
College will continue to contribute $7.00 
per month toward the cost of the employ¬ 
ee’s dental coverage. 

GROUP LIFE INSURANCE 

We are pleased to announce that effective 
January 1, 2000, the College will 
increase the amount of employee’s group 
life insurance. Instead of the current

$20,000 of term life, the College will 
now provide employees with group life 
coverage at the rate of one times salary 
not to exceed $50,000. (Employees will 
not receive less than $20,000 of cover¬ 
age.) The extra coverage will be at no 
cost to the employee. Standard will be 
the new carrier for group term life, and 
there will also be provisions for employ¬ 
ees to purchase voluntary life insurance.

We have added an Optional Retirement 
Program (ORP), Long Term Disability 
(LTD) and an Employee Assistance 
Program (EAP). Now, we will be 
increasing the amount of group term life 
insurance. Providing an affordable, com¬ 
prehensive benefit package is an ongoing 
process, and over the next year the 
Insurance Committee will continue to 
examine other options. We are particu¬ 
larly concerned about the cost of medical 
insurance for families. If you have any 
questions, comments or concerns, please 
do not hesitate to contact Ellen Grace or 
Shelley Hill. 


procedures to follow when an employe^^l 
is injured on the job. Palm Beach 
Community College participates in a 
self-insurance program coordinated by 
the Florida Community College’s Risk 
Management Consortium, which has a 
contract with Gallagher Bassett Services 
to adjust claims. The State of Florida 
Worker’s Compensation Law requires 
employers to use managed care providers 
for all work-related injuries and/or ill¬ 
nesses. Our managed care provider is 
CCN. In order for claims to be properly 
processed and paid, you will need to take 
the following steps: 

FOR EMERGENCIES 


Immediately transport the employee to 
the closest emergency facility. Telephone 
the HR Office with details of the acci¬ 
dent. HR will complete the Incident- 
Accident and the First Report of Injury 
forms upon return to duty. Telephone the 
HR Office with details of the accident if 
the employee is unable to return to dut^jl 
HR will complete and submit the form(s7 
to Gallagher Bassett and call in the infor¬ 
mation to CCN. 

FOR NON-EMERGENCIES 

Report the accident to HR. HR will com¬ 
plete an Incident-Accident Report form. 

Complete a First Report of Injury form. 
HR will arrange a doctor’s appointment 
for the employee. 

HR will give the employee a Referral for 
Medical Services to take to the doctor. 
HR will report the accident to CCN. 

Employees on leave due to worker’s 
compensation must notify the Office of 
Human Resources of the date they are 
returning to work. As there are strict 
requirements for the reporting of work¬ 
er’s compensation claims and the use of a 
managed-care provider, it is very impor¬ 
tant that employees work closely with tkj|| 
Office of Human Resources.
